Convention met at 9 o’clock A. M. Pray¬ 
er by Rev. Mtf'Tucker. Mr. Willey of Port¬ 
land read letters to the Convention from 
Prof. Shepard, of Bangor Seminary, Rev. 
Silas McKeen of Bradford, Vt., and others. 
The 5th resolve first came up for consider- 

Rev. Mr. Knowlton, of Montville, said. 
After much prayerful consideration of the 
act, called the fugitive slave law, 1 am pre¬ 
pared to say, that 1 believe it ought to he 
disobeyed. I have come to the conclusion, 
that I cannot, and will not obey that law. 

I believe that almost all the people would 
. disobey this law, if put to the test, although 

many would prefer not to give the reasons 
for disobedience. There ore reasons, which 
lam willing to give, that compel me, as a 
Christian, to disobey this law. My first rea¬ 
son for disobedience, Is, that it is not a law. 
It is wanting in the fundamental elements 
that constitute law. Another reason why I 
cannot obey the law, is, that I believe it to 
bo unconstitutional. Several arguments 
were adduced by the speaker to prove -this 
point. It destroys the right of trial by jury. 
It puts into the hands of commissioners what 
belongs to judges nlone. It pays men n pre¬ 
mium for convicting the accused. It des¬ 
troys the right of Habeas Corpus. 

W. Davis Ekq. I wish to add tny testi¬ 
mony, Mr. President, that this law is a vio¬ 
lation of the constitution. If it were consti¬ 
tutional, I would disobey it; and so would 
a great many citizens. There is a higher 
law, which lam bound to obey. A commts- 
sioner’s court has no legal authority. The 
commissioner’s court in England,which was 
one of the principal causes that drove James 

II from his throue, had not a tithe of the 
odiousness of this Fugitive Slave Haw. The 
testimony of two men from South Carolina, 
agaiust the testimony of the whole State of 
Maine, is sufficient to convict a 1 man, and 
send him into perpetual servitude. Such a 
Christian people. 

Rev. Mr. Hayden. Much has been said 
in regard to obedience to the higher law.— 
We honor those who honor God’s law, in 
preference to human law. We honor the 
Pilgrim Fathers for their resistance to ty¬ 
rants, in obedience to God. The law of God 
requires us to love our neighbors as our¬ 
selves. Love is the fulfilling of the law, be¬ 
cause it works no ill to our neighbor. Every 
principle involved in the infamous fugitive 
bill, compels me to disobey it. Let us not 
love in word, but in deed, and in truth. 

Gen. Fessenden. I have been iu the 
practice of law more than forty years ; and 
have had occasion to investigate the princi¬ 
ples of law, in their application to a great 
many matters ; and I do say, after a careful 
investigation, and mature reflection, that die 
Fugitive Slave Law, so called, is a violation 
of the Constitution of the United States, as 
well as the law of God. If I did believe that 
the constitution sanctions the law, I would 
have the constitution altered. There is not 
a man living, who, if he will interpret the 
Constitution fairly, by the established prin¬ 
ciples of interpretation, will decide that it 
sanctions slavery. The principle of construc¬ 
tion, iu regard to all law, is, that it shall se¬ 
cure the intention of the law. The very in¬ 
tent of the Constitution, is to secure and 
protect the rights of the people, who live 
under it. If every slave were made free, 
there is not a phrase, or a word, in the con¬ 
stitution that would deprive him of the rights 
and privileges of a citizen. If the constitu¬ 
tion sanctions slavery then no State could 
abolish it. But every State has this right, 
anti many of them have exercised it. We 
have submitted to the dictation of slave 
holders so long that we hardly dare to deny 
any thing, which they assert. They have 
gone on from one step to another in en¬ 
croachments upon the rights of the people ; 
until they are encouraged by their success 
to demand whatever they want. It was not 
designed in the original compact, to have 
any increase of Slave States. But they have 
been increased. You can make anvthing 
Constitutional, that the slaveholders choose. 
Slavery don’t need any sanction in the Con¬ 
stitution, so long as it has such men to ad¬ 
minister it. Put honest, pure-minded men 
in the judiciary, and they will interpret the 
Constitution in favor of justice and humani¬ 
ty. There is one particular, which has not 
been touched, id the discussions upon this 
law. If the clause in the Constitution, which 
refers to fugitives, means slaves, then it rec¬ 
ognizes slaves as persons. The Constitution 
guarantees to all persons, the right of trial by 
jury. So that the slave as matter of fact, 
has the right to claim a double trial bv jury 
under the Constitution. As a person, he has 
a right to claim a trial. A s an article of 
property he has a right to claim a trial, from 
the fact that he is worth more than twenty 
dollars. The constitutionality of the Fugi¬ 
tive law fails, when tried by ihe principles 
of law, that have existed for six hundred 
years. The Declaration of Independence 
struck the fetters from every slave. Slavery 


Lewts Tappan, Esq., of N. Y., spoke of 
the workings of slavery in the family rela¬ 
tion. Slaves never enter into the marriage 
relation as tBe Bible directs. The instance 
was never known, when it was said to them 
in the marriage’ceremony, “ What God hath 
joined together let not man put asunder.”— 
When husband and wife are separated, as 
they are, without any regard to their relation 
to each other, it is no infringement of any 
rule either in Church or State, for either of 
them to enter into the same relation with 
others. If they are members of the church, 
they"are recommended- wherever they go as 
having a good and regular standing; when 
every body knows they live in adultery con¬ 
stantly. All Christians should send forth 
their solemn protest against this practice. 

Rev. Dr. Tappan remarked, that the sub¬ 
stance of the resolve is, that slavery is a sin, 
and that a fearful responsibility rests upon 
the ministers and the churches. I fully ac¬ 
cord with the sentiment, that they should do 
all in tbeir power for its overthrow. But ns 
to what cau be done I am somewhat in the 
dark. We must rely upon the Almighty — 
This is a source to which we can look and 
hope to receive success. The thrones of ty- 
j rants are to be overthrown. Slavery is to be 
I destroyed. Liberty must prevail. These re¬ 
sults are to be brought about by human in¬ 
strumentality. We all ought to stand in our 
lot and do what we can for the overthrow of 
this evil- 

Rev. Geo. Thompson, Missionary from 
Africa, who was shut up five years in a pris¬ 
on in Missouri for aiding the escape of a 
slave, next addressed the Convention. Sla¬ 
very is a sin and crime. These very hands 
j said be, have felt the 'shackles; and these 
limbs have been bound with manacles, and 
this body has been shut up in prison. I have 
lived where slaveholders were my ruiers.— 
Some of those were professors of religion. 
While in prison, there Was .a slaveholder’s 
revival of religion. The chaplain was not 
allowed to converse with those in prison 
upon the subject of their soul’s salvation. A 
slaveholder’s religion is So different from the 
Bible, that it is a terror to them to place 
among them a consistent Bible Christian.— 
One man, who acted the part of the Christian, 
so far as to free his slaves, was threatened 
with being hung, and finally driven from the 
I State. Mr. Thompson only had time to state 
| a few facts in reference to the state, and the 
horrors of the slave trade. Adjourned to 2 
o’clock. 

At 2 o’clock the Convention met. The ex¬ 
ercises commenced by prayer and singing.— 
Rev. Mr. Robinson of Lewiston, addressed 
the throne of grace. Remarks were made 
in reference to the connection of the chnrches 
j with slavery by Rev. Messrs. Stevens, Allen j 
of Yarmouth, Randal, and Ambrose. 

A Committee was appointed, consisting of 
Rev. Mr. Perham of Windham, Rev. Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson of South Berwick and others, to con¬ 
sider what farther measures can be taken for 

Mr. Willey of Portland said, that Christian¬ 
ity was bound by its mission on earth to assail 
and abolish slavery. It must do it or renounce 
its pretensions. It needed only an application ; 
and hero is the essential issue around which 
had centered the controversy of fifteen years. 
On one side it has been insisted that Christiani¬ 
ty should turn its whole force against it as i 4 
did against papacy, heathenism, infidelity and 
intemperance. On the other the struggle has 
been to keep the question out of the church— 
to apologize—tolerate—or exclude the subject 
as an impertinence. This question must be 
settled j and he rejoiced in the evidence afford¬ 
ed by this Convention that it was to be settled 
right. 

The orginal mistake he believed had been in 
regarding the inalienable rights of man as mere 
political truths — the discoveries of Jefferson, 
and not truths of natural and revealed religion 
—as essential articles of the Christian Faith.— 
This is where the Bible placed them, and when 
they are made to hold this position in the the- 
ology, creeds, literature, and discipline of the 
church, slayery in Christendom would be dead. 
Let this enter into the heart of religion as a 
living, substantial article of Christian faith, and 
it would go out into all the extremities of re¬ 
ligious life, and Christianity become, what its 
Author intended, the law of human Freedom. 

For want of this the moral basis of society 
was too weak to sustain effective action against 
slavery. When an issue is attempted it is found 
to rest on quicksand, and slavery triumphs.— 
The church itself is powerless — she falters, 
quails, and retreats from the contest'. But let 
her restore the doctrine of human Libery to its 
centyal position, in her theological life side by 
side with the doctrine of divine supremacy— 
as an article of the “ faith once delivered to the 
saints"'—to be defended if need be, by martyr¬ 
dom, and earth’s hoary oppressions would soon 
fall before the power of Him to whom the glor .- 
belonged. This principle should go through 
all departments of Christian education as a part 
of the religion of the theological seminary, of 
the pulpit, of the Sabbath School, of the re¬ 
ligious press, of the conference and the prayer- 
meeting, reversing, elevating, reforming the 
moral sentiments of society. In ether words, 
Christianity, in its true spirit and power, must 
be specifically and believingly applied to that 
great sin, then morning will have dawned upon 
oppressed humanity. Is there not enough to do ? 

This was a delightful occasion. Here were 
Christians of every name, with hearts in frater¬ 
nal sympathy and animated by a common pur¬ 
pose. It was a noble and cheering spectacle.— 
He regarded the convention as an era in this 
cause in Maine. A large number of Christian 
men had united in such action for the first time.

LETTER FROM REV. SILAS McKEEN. 

Bradford, Vt. Jan. 14, 1852. 

Mr. Willey : — 1 am glad to see, in your 
Inquirer, a Call for a Convention of the pro¬ 
fessed follows of the Saviour of all depomi- 
nations in Maine, to take into consideration 
their religious duty in regard to slavery. I 
rejoice to see so many uames of worthy men 
appended to that Call; and to learn that they 
are but a small part of those who are in fa¬ 
vor of die object. Among these names I 
notice some which have long been treasured 
and cherished in my heart, on account of 
their firm connection with the cause of hu¬ 
manity, justice, and universal benevolence.— 
May your meeting be distinguished for right 
feeiiug, sound discretion, deep reverence for 
the word of God, ^harmony among your¬ 
selves, and for the great jand good influences 
j which shall emanate from it. Such a Con- 
j vendon seems very desirable at this time, on 
j several accounts. 

| 1. It will be likely to unite the different 

j secuons of the church, more perfeedy in sen- 
i timenl and Jtding respecting this long agita- 
j ted subject Probably tliere ha?- been all 
! along an essential agreement, but it is im- 
; portaut that there should be a general assur- 
| a/ice of the fact so that all may feel that they 
are one, in regard to this matter. 

2. Such a meeting is suited to secure united 
influence and concentrated action. While 
every individual, church and denomination, 
has influence, yet, the influence of each, and 
of all, will be gready increased by a firm 
combination. There are many great under¬ 
takings which can never be accomplished 
without the joint efforts of the many who are 
like-minded; and this is one of them. 

3. There is a state of things in the church, 
at this time, which requires that Christians 
of all denominations should closely examine 
the Scriptures for themselves, and firmly ex¬ 
press what they believe the Bible teaches 
and requires in regard to this great subject. 
The number of those who advocate slavery 
as a divine insdtution ; who insist that all 
human laws which do not directly interfere 
with our duty towards God, however unjust 


wanted; and constitute a grievous plague. 

In this state of things it is the duty o 
Christians to examine for themselves, and to 
lift up a united and strong voice of remon¬ 
strance. It is time that those who utter such 
sentiments, whatever dtles may be appen 
ed to their names, should be made to under¬ 
stand that the ministry generally, and the 
great body of the church, utterly repudiate 
their obsolete doctrines, as alike contrary to 
rational liberty and the plain teaching of ihe 
word of God. 

4. It may be hoped that such a Conven¬ 
tion will he able to convince the different de¬ 
nominations which they represent, that the 
teaching and principles of the Bible require 
that slaveholding aDd trading should be treat¬ 
ed like other flagrant transgressions of the 
divine precepts. Slavery, while condemned, 
has long been treated as a privileged sin, as a 
misfortune rather than a crime, and it is high 
time that it should be set forth in its true 
colors; and that those who uphold it should 
be placed on a level with other evil-doers.— 
Our church members, as well as others, fre¬ 
quently go South to settle there, ami it is 
highly important that they should be strong¬ 
ly fortified with sound principles. 

I rejoice in view of these and other rea¬ 
sons, that this Convention has been appoint¬ 
ed. It is the duty of all Christian denomi¬ 
nations to do what in them lies to purify the 
Church from the pollution and guilt of this 
aljoiuinntion. The Ecclesiastical Bodies of 
New England have again and again borne 
their testimony against slaveholding, especi¬ 
ally in the church, as a great sin against God 
and man* and, in my humble opinion, the 
time has fully come when we, universally, 
ought to evince our sincerity by withholding 
j fellowship from those who persist in the 
I iniquity. Let us act consistently, 
i Maine has set a noble example in regard 
I to the suppression of intemperance—an ex¬ 
ample which confers upon herself distin¬ 
guished honor, and is likely to prove highly 
beneficial toother States. May your exam¬ 
ple of a strong union of the different denom¬ 
inations in your State for the delivery of the 
church, and our otherwise blessed country 


May a spirit of brotherly kindness and 
conciliation, as well as of faithfulness, pre¬ 
vail among you. Walk together cheerfully 
and strongly, as for as you are agreed, and 
take care that the general harmony be not 
disturbed by the introduction of subjects not 
of common interest, or about which general 
agreement cannot yet be expected. 

A similar measure has been contemplated 
in Vermont, and we shall wait with solicitude 
to learn the result of your deliberations. May 
the Pillar of cloud by day and of fire by 
night, guide us all safely through the wilder¬ 
ness.

STATE TEMPERANCE CONTENTION. 

This Convention assembled in Winthrop Hall 
at Augusta, Jan. 21. Governor Hubbard was 
chosen President. 

Hon. Ebenezer Knowlton of Montville, Geo. 
Downs, Esq., of Calais, Doct. E. Holmes of 
Winthrop, Hon. Noah Prince of Buckfieid, 
Abraham Gilpatrick, Esq., of South Berwick, 
A. A. Wing, Esq , of Bangor, Hon. E. H' 
Morse of Bath, Vice Presidents. A. P. Wig¬ 
gins, Esq., of Rockland, and J, M. Heath, Esq., 
of Monmouth, Secretaries.

Mr. Knowlton, in the absence of the Presi¬ 
dent, took the Chair. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. J. S. Kalloek of Rockland. Rev. Mr. 
Weaver of Bangor, stated the highly favorable 
operation ol the law in that city, where great 
enthusiasm existed in its favor. The number 
of rumseliers and of city paupers were reduced 
one-half. 

Mr. Fenno of Augusta, stated that the rum 
shops in that city were reduced from 30 to 1, 
exclusive of taverns and apothecary shops.— 
Rev. Mr. Peck of Portland, stated if liquor is 
at this day sold in Portland, it is in dog holes 
which cannot be discovered. The house of cor¬ 
rection is now empty. Last spring, Mr. Peck 
said the keeper of the alms house told him there 
most be new buildings erected at an expense of 
some §50,000. But since this law was passed, 
the same keeper told him that under this state 
of things, the present buildings will be suffi¬ 
cient for 50 years. Ragged children are cloth¬ 
ed; wives who were worse than widows have 
received their husbands back again. 

Rev. Allen said the sale had been great¬ 
ly reduced in Bath, taverns sold, if at all, se¬ 
cretly. Apothecaries sell under former licenses. 

Rev. Mr. Bartlett of Lewiston said if liquor 
is sold in that town, it is done secretly. Every 
violation is visited with prosecution as fast as 
discovered. 

Hon. Mr. Downs, Mayor of Calais said, by 
the law liquor selling had been broken up, but 
they had much trouble from the sale on the 
British side of the line, where it was shameful 
to see the aristocracy go for their grog. 

In the evening two meetings were held at the 
same time—one at Winthrop Hall and the other 
in the Chapel, at both of which able and en¬ 
thusiastic speeches were made to crowded au¬ 
diences. At the Hall Gov. Hubbard presided. 


Gov. Hubbard, on taking the chair, expressed 
his thanks for the honor conferred on him in 
selecting him to preside over this meeting. He 
said he would lain have declined a positron for 
which he was so little qualified. Severe sick¬ 
ness in his family, and protracted watch,ng, had 
more than usually unfitted him for the dnty.-

Statefunited in one great effort, Gov. H. said he 
could not, humbly representing as he did the 
majesty of the State, refuse the position assign¬ 
ed him. The subject of temperance has long been 
a subject of effort, by means of pledges, moral | 
suasion and other modes of action. But there 
is a limit beyond which private and associated 
effort cannot go. The reform cannot be earned 
out whilst the inducements are held out on 
every side. Maine, true to her motto, has un¬ 
dertaken to direct; she has taken the first step 
in legislating on this subject with a view of de¬ 
stroying the creature itself. Gov. H. said he 
would not discuss at large the constitutionality 
or expediency of the law. He would leave that 
to other speakers. He would only say with re¬ 
gard to the constitutionality, that if we can leg¬ 
islate for the extermination of ravenous beasts, 
we may for the extermination of this greatest 
of all evils —which reduces the human form 
divine to a condition worse than that of savages. 
Congress has the power to regulate commerce, 
but not to determine what shall be the subjects 
of commerce. The State may prohibit those 
articles of trade which are detrimental to com¬ 
munity, and legislate for the protection of its 
own citizens. Gov. H. assured the meeting 
that he was with them in all measures coming 
stricily within the power of the State, to con¬ 
trol this great evil. The power of the State is 
as broad and as deep as is the necessity for pro¬ 
tecting the lives, and the health, the physical 
and intellectual energies of her citizens, the 
morals and the religion of the Prince of Peace. 
Thus far he was prepared to go with the Con¬ 
vention 

Rev. Mr. Thurston of Searsport sketched the 
progress of the cause, spoke of the value of the 
present law, and eloquently of the grounds of 
encouragement to press on the cause.. The 
meeting was also addressed by Ret. Mr. Abbott 
of Brunswick. 

W. Davis Esq., of Belfast, said that a year 
ago there were 30 grog shops in that place, and 
temperance men were discouraged. The old 
law was a dead letter. Now no man dare go 
before the country for office who is opposed 
the present law. The attempt at repeal w 
given up till the elections next fall, when i 
party objects mu3tbe allowed to operate against 
it Jesse Smart, Esq., of Troy, said he 
party man, hut he would leave his party rather 
than have the cause of temperance suffer. The 
meeting was farther addressed by Hon. E. M- 
Thurston, and Sir. Drew of Augusta. 

At the Chapel, Hon. E. Knowlton presided, 
and the meeting was addressed by Lewis Tap- 
pan, Esq., of New York, N. Wilson, Esq., of 
Orono, Rev. Mr. Feck, Mr. Wiliey, and Gen. 
Fessenden. The assembly was crowded and 
continued with great interest till near ten 

Thursday morning Winthrop Hall was soon 
crowded, Rev. E. Knowlton presiding. Hon. E. 
M. Thurston said in reforms some one at first 
must stand out and expose himself to contempt 
and obloquy. But when he has evolved the 
principle which he has discovered, one after 
another will join with him, until his cause gains 
strength and at last is triumphant. Mr. T. said 
that when any one sees any great truth, if he 
does not advance and sustain it, he is recreant 
to his duty to his country and to his God. 

Mr. Heath of Augusta, spoke of the aid the 
cause had received from the ladies, and Rev. 
Mr. Cose of Bath followed on the same subject. 
Rev. Mr. Hill of Waterville, Mr. Lord of Ken- 
nebunk, and Rev. Mr. Weaver of Bangor, fol¬ 
lowed with addresses. 

Rev. Geo. Thompson, missionary to Africa, 
spoke of the large quantities of liquor sent from 
this country to Africa. The English missiona¬ 
ries at Sierra Leone all drink wine and spirits 
and argue in its favor. Wherever he went 
he found they were all astonished at his practice 
of total abstinence. The traders in Africa car¬ 
ry rum up every river as far as they can go.— 
The missionary can go no where in Africa where 
the rum trader has not gone Before him. When 
he expostulated with an African chief for al¬ 
lowing the riotous conduct of some negroes 
from Sierra Leone, the chief said he could do 
nothing, and threw it in his face that they came 
from the white colony. “ They are your picca¬ 
ninnies, why don’t you take care of them?”— 
Mr. T. proposed the subject at the Governor's 
table where there were liquors of all kinds.— 
No chapel eouldatfirstbe obtained for lectures. 
He spoke in the street and at the first meeting 
got about sixty names. Afterwards the chapels 
were all opened, and he lectured in all pai ls of 
the place. A great interest was excited, and 
the children learned temperance songs and sung 
them with great enthusiasm. Mr. T. intended 
to pursue the same course when he returned to 
Africa next fall. He had no doubt that even 
Africa will yet render thanks to Maine for the 
passage of this law-. 

An interesting letter from Lucius M. Sargent, 
Esq., of Boston, in favor of the Maine liquor 
law, was here read. 

Rev. Mr. Stevens of Augusta, said the Free¬ 
will Baptist denomination of 6000 communi¬ 
cants were all in favor of the law. Rev. Mr. 
Wentworth of Lovell, said the law had not been 
extensively executed in his section but its good 
effects were felt. 

In the afternoon, meetings were held in the 
Hall and in the Chapel. T, Cushing, Esq., ol 
Frankfort, made an excellent speech upon the 
subljme magnitude of the undertaking to free 
this great State of grog shops, and gave an ac¬ 
count of the brutal affair on board the Boston 
steamer. Dr. Gilman of Frankfort made what 
wc deem the speech of the occasion. It was a 
speech of rare ability in all respects. Mr. Cowan 
of Saco, Rev. Mr. Thurston of Vassalboro’ Rev. 
Mr. Billings of Mass., Mr. Chase of Frankfort, 
who was knocked down on board the Boston, 
Rev. Mr. Richardson of S. Berwick, and many 
others addressed the meetings. 

In the evening large meetings were still held 
in both places ; Gov. Hubbard presiding in the 
Hail. J. Baker, Esq., gave a statement of the 
operation of the law in Augusta, and remarks 
were made by many others. A resolution urg¬ 
ing New Hampshire to pass the Maine Law on 
account of the exposure of our long western 
frontier, was strangly rejected. We have space 
only for the resolutions adopted by this great 
and enthusiastic Convention.

KIDNAPPING AND MURDER. 

A free girl stolen and a free citizen hilled / Hoy, 

We stated last week the essential facts of tho 
kidnapping of Rachel Parker of Penn., by 
slavehunters from Maryland, and the mysteri¬ 
ous death of Joseph C. Miller who brought up 
the girl, pursued the scoundrels, and testified at 
Baltimore to ihe freedom of Rachel. Further 
facts which we gather from the Penn. Freeman 
and New York Tribune explain] Miller’s death. 
He was evidently murdered by the kidnappers !— 

He is spoken .of as a respectable and worthy 
citizen, and obtained for the poor girl a legal in. 
vestigation, when he swore to her freedom— 
that he had known her from a child —had 
brought her up—knew her parents as his neigh¬ 
bors before she was born. But in order to break 
the force of his testimony the conspirators sub¬ 
orned a notorious liar and scape gallows to swear 
that Miller told him the girl was a slave and he 
was to share the profit of her sale,—a story too 
absurd in itself for any degree of belief, but it 
availed to release the kidmppers on slight bail. 

Miller then purchased a ticket to return home 
on the railroad, but he did not appear. The 
next morning found him hanging on a tree a 
few miles distant on, the track of the road dead. 
A hurried post mortem examination was held at 
a grog tavern, where it is stated some of the 
jury were drunk at the time ; a verdict of sui¬ 
cide by hanging was given, and the body was 
placed in a box the top board of which was 
three inches too narrow, and buried two feet in 
the mud. 

But excitement and suspicion were not al¬ 
layed and the body was taken np, again exam¬ 
ined by a similar class of men, the same ver¬ 
dict given, and the body taken away by friends 
and decently buried. But this did not abate 
the suspicion of foul play, and another exam¬ 
ination was made by two able physicians, who 
declare that not one evidence of death by hang¬ 
ing, external or internal, existed. Instead of 
that the evidence of death by poison was cer¬ 
tain, The stomach and bowels were highly 
congested and inflamed, and arsenic teas found 
in them! It was also ascertained that the rai - 
road ticket was found in his pocket, that his 
mittens were on when found, and clothes dry, 
whereas there had been a heavy rain the night 
before. Marks were on the wrists as if from 
handcuffs. From these and other circumstan¬ 
ces, all of which point in one direction, there is 
no reasonable doubt but Miller was murdered 
by poison, administered by force or otherwise, 
then carried off and hung to conceal the mur- 

Here then is a foul and most cruel murder 
of a citizen of a free state, by slaveholding ma¬ 
rauders, instigated by the fugitive slave law.— 
This is the way it “works ! ” A legal process 
will arise on this matter, but with slaveholders 
on one side, and an unscrupulous servile as 
governor of Penn., with a presidential elec¬ 
tion at hand, what prospect is there of justice ?

anxieties, the hopes and fears of parents. I 
can appreciate the deep solicitude with which 
you regard the children, in whom are gar¬ 
nered up your dearest affections and your 
fondest anticipations. I can sympathize with 
the pride and joy which swell your bosoms 
when you behold the development of their 
intellectual powers, as they ripen into matu¬ 
rity, under your own culture and that of rile 
teachers to whose care you intrust them ; 
when you perceive the principles of virtue 
and morality, growing with their growth and 
strengthening with their strength; and when 
the buds, so full of early promise, one by 
one expand into rich and beauteous bloom. J 
l can i magine the exquisite pain you feel, ‘ 
when any of these bright hopes are blasted, 
and instead of knowledge and virtue, igno¬ 
rance and vice exhibit themselves in your 
offspring. 

The common schools, in whic h most of 
your children are receiving their education, 
are exerting a powerful influence upon their 
destinies, in the success and improvement 
of these schools, you cannot but feel a deep 
interest. To promote their success and iiri- 
| provement, you have important duties to 
j perform. 

j It is mainly for you to decide, at the an- 
i ntial town meetings, whether the appropria¬ 
tions for schools shall be liberal or parsimo- 
I nious. It is nbt very creditable to some pa- 
j rents, that they are less inclined to make 
generous provision for education than some 
I who ure not parents The Report of tlie 
j Secretary of the Board of Education shows 
that Kennebec, is not in the front rank in lib- 
I erahty to common schools. Whilst the val¬ 
uation of Kennebec is larger in proportion 
: to its population than that of any other eoun- 
t.V> except Cumberland and York, the amount 
j ?f school money raised in 1850 was smaller 
| in proporiion to the valuation than in any 
other county, except Cumberland and Lin¬ 
coln. Only six towns raised more than *1,25 
j to a scholar; and of thirty-six towns in the 
; State which raised 81.50 or more to a scholar, 

, but one was in Kennebec count)-. Out of 
28 towns, 17 raised less than the average for 
, the State, which was 81.15 to a scholar. A 
county so intelligent and so prosperous as 
Kennebec, should support its common 
| schools with a more liberal hand. 

The election of school officers is another 
; important matter in which parents ought to 
interest themselves. Men of business select 
• for every agency or employment, those whom 
they regard as most capable and best qualifi 
ed. But little or no interest is frequently 
manifested in the choice of those who arc to 
i superintend the common schools. Yet much 
depends upon a judicious selection being 
j '»ade. If these officers are negligent and 
unfit, the interests of the young must suffer 
in their hands; if they are faithful and well 
qualified, they may conlribute greatly to iin- 
' prove the ptffilic schools, and to elevate the 
j standard of common education, 
j The character and condition of the school 
houses where childreu arc to spend their study 
hours, depends likewise on their parents.— 
They have (he controlling voice in every dis- 
trict. Children shut up in narrow, ill-con¬ 
trived, Uiivenfilated rooms, cannot reasona¬ 
bly be expected to take so much interest in 
their studies, or make so rapid progress, as 
those who are furnished with rooms that are 
airy, pleasant, comfortable and convenient. 

The Secretary’s report foe 1851 contains a 
mass of useful information ou the construc¬ 
tion of school houses. Improved school 
houses have been built in several towns, that 
'nay serve as models. Either by building or 
repairing, every district in the county should 
be furnished with commodious school houses 
in a few years. In many districts, new houses 
are not needed, but a new interior arrange¬ 
ment, a set of well-constructed seats and 
desks, apparatus for ventilation, movable rec¬ 
itation benches, a supply of clothes hooks, 
and an increased extent of blackboards.— 
Where the school houses ure of sufficient 
size, the cost of supplying these conveniences 
will be but trifling. But who may be ex- 
pccted to take an interest in seeing that it is 
done, if not the parents, whose children are 
to be beneiitted by them ? 

Another duty of parents is, to supply their 
children with the books that are needful 
while at school. Some are sadly negligent 
in this matter; their children attend school 
week after week, either without any books, 
or deficient in part, or with books different 
rein those used in schools. If it is desira¬ 
ble tor children to attend school at all, it is 
equally desirable that they should possess, at 
the very outset, the means of pursuing their 
studies and making the best use of their time. 

It will be no compensation for time lost, priv¬ 
ileges wasted and habits of idleness contract¬ 
ed, through the want of proper hooks to 
study, to attempt, at the close of the term, to 
throw the blame on the teacher, if scholars 
have made but little improvement. Provide 
your children with books, of the kinds pre¬ 
scribed by the proper authority, at the com¬ 
mencement of the school. Do not, to save 
a trifling expense, deprive them of their only 
opportunity of gaining an education. 

Some may imagine that when the money 
is raised, the committee and agent elected, 
the school house put in order, a teacher en¬ 
gaged and books provided, the duties of pa¬ 
rents cease, and they are to leave the rest to 
the teacher. But this is a great error. Pa¬ 
rents have much to (lo with the success of 
the school. Often they may make it profita¬ 
ble or unprofitable, at their will ; and always, 
they may greatly promote or injure its use¬ 
fulness. 

One important requisite is, that parents 
should manifest an interest in their children’s 
studies, watch their progress, give them oc¬ 
casionally such slight assistance us may be 
needed, and let them see that they regard 
their advancement as an object of especial 
interest and moment. This will encourage 
them to diligence and effort. If they find 
you deem knowledge important, it will en¬ 
hance its value in their eyes. The degree of 
interest taken by parents, will frequently de¬ 
termine the rapidity of their children’s ad¬ 
vancement at school. A perceptible differ¬ 
ence may be observed between the intelli¬ 
gence of those families where the parents 
prize knowledge, mid that of those where it 
is deemed of little consequence. One method 
of testing the value set on education, is the 
amount of sacrifice that parents will make 
ro enable their children to attend school con¬ 
stantly'. Jf kept at home for slight causes, 
no wonder the studies of the school lose 
their interest to t.he young, when others treat 
them as of little worth. Inconstancy of at¬ 
tendance is, perhaps, the greatest obstacle 
that lies in the way of school improvement; 
and parents can do more to remedy this evil 
than can be done by any one else. 

Much of the success of a school, depends 
upon ffie manner in which .parents treat the 
teacher. If they assume an attidude of jeal¬ 
ousy and suspicion towards him, and are 
ready to break out into open hostility when 
the slightest occasion arises, they inav coun¬ 
teract his most strenuous efforts to"benefit 
their children. But if they regard him as a 
friend, extend towards him a generous con¬ 
fidence, consult with him freely upon the 
conduct and studies of their children, and 
lend their influence to sustain his authority, 
they may do much to secure a useful and 
profitable school. Some persons appear to 
expect perfection in a teacher, who do not 
require it in others, nor manifest it in then- 
own conduct. It is unreasonable to suppose 
that any teacher will, in every case, adopt 
precisely the best method of instruction and 
government. Those who possess the high- 
est qualifications and the largest experience,

pljcitly the statements of children as to oc¬ 
currences in school, and to condemn the 
teacher without even giving him a hearing. 

Some are so rash and ill-advised, as to rush 
to this school room at once, and assail the 
teacher with abuse, before listening to his 
defence. Such a course is manifestly wrong, 
no matter what errors the teacher may have 
committed. In most instances, a calm and 
candid investigation of the facts will materi¬ 
ally change the aspect of the case. Such an 
investigation is not only due to the teacher 
before he is condemned; but it is for the 
good of the scholars concerned, that they 
may not be sustained in improper and un¬ 
justifiable conduct. It is not the parent who 
is most swift to take up the cause of his 
children, whether right or wrong, who exhib¬ 
its the most enlightened regard for their 
weliare. 

Frequent intercourse between parents and 
teachers w ill be highly advantageous to them 
and to the children at school. If such inter¬ 
course is neglected by the teacher, from dif¬ 
fidence or other cause, parents should en¬ 
courage and promote it. It will have a ten¬ 
dency to establish and keep up a good un¬ 
derstanding amongst all parties. It will pre¬ 
vent or allay those neighborhood quarrels, I ,

his pupils, and fecilitate the government and 
progress of the school. One method of in¬ 
tercourse, is for parents to visit the school.— 

There they ftiav see for themselves, the 
methods of instruction and discipline, and 
the success of those methods. There they 
may judge of the faithfulness of the teacher, 
and the diligence and obedience of the schol¬ 
ars. By such visits, they may give fresh im¬ 
pulse and encouragement to their children 
in pursuing their studies, and strengthen the 
hands and the heart of the teacher, when 
worn with his difficult and arduous labors.—

feints of biting him. Some animals carry 
out m their play the semblance of catching 
their prey h-young cats, for instance, leap 
after every small ana moving object, even to 
the leaves strewed by the autumn wind; 
they crouch and steal forward ready for the 
spring; the body quivering and the tail vi¬ 
brating with emotion, they bound on the 
moving leaf; and again watch, and again 
spring forward at another. Retigger saw 
young jaguars and cuguars playing with 
round substances like kittens.
